EXPECT GREAT WHEAT YIELD 


Tonnage of Grain Will Exceed That 


of Last Year by Large Margin- 


May Try Permit System 


Again. 


Washington.—The railroad adminis- 


tration Js giving careful consideration 
to the measures necessary for the sat- 
isfactory transportation of the antici- 
pated large crops of grains, according 
to a statement authorized by Walker 
D. Hines, director general of rail- 
roads. The department of agriculture 
has estimated that the yield of winter 
wheat will exceed 900,000,000 bushels. 
A fair estimate of the yield of spring 
v.-heat approximates 300,000,000 bush- 
els. 
The total yield of wheat this 


year will in all probability exceed the 
total of last year by from three to 
four hundred millions of bushels. No 
estimate of other grains is, of course, 
possible at this time, but, barring 
unusual climatic conditions, it can per- 
h;'p<; be properly expected that the 
tf/nnaw in grain that will be pro- 
duced this year will exceed that of 
last year by a considerable margin. 


Th<» stable price fixed last year by 


the government on wheat naturally 
provoked a desire on the part of the 
producer 1o realize his earnings as 
quickly as possible, and since a stable 
price has again been fixed by the gov- 
ernment for this year's crop it is as- 
sumed a similar condition will obtain. 
Lnit year this economical condition, 
coupled with more or less disarrange- 
ment in ocean tonnage and consequent 
dl-.ruptton in shipping, resulted 
in 


Btich an acute situation at the interior 
gniiri markets and at seaports, that it 
became necessary to install the so- 
called "permit system," which was 
early made operative at the ports, and 
in September, 1918, at the principal in- 
terior markets. 


Controlling Traffic. 


"Hie permit system is a highly bene- 


ficial system of controlling traffic at 
the source's to prevent serious conges- 
tion on the road and at destination. 
Thi1? system prevented in the lall of 
11)18 u serious transportation paralysis 
Of former years due to widespread 
congestion of traffic which had been 
shipped but \\hich could not be di%- 
posed of at destination. This paraly- 
sis of traflic in former years was most 
apparent in the East, but its injuri- 
ous effects were felt throughout the 
country. 


While, the permit system at the 


ports is still in operation, it was sus- 
pended a few months ago at the in- 
terior markets, due to improved ocean 
shipping and the fact that the bulk of 
tin' giain had been mo\ed. It is, how-1 


ever, to be expected that the system 
will again be inaugurated with the 
opening of the new wheat season, and 
In view of that possibility the railroad 
administration 'Is already preparing 
the necessary machinery so that It 
may be prepared to act without delay 
at 
the 
proper 
time. 
Conferences 


have already been held with represent- 
atives of the grain corporation. 


As graphically Illustrating the ne- 


cessity of regulating the transporta- 
tion of this, tonnage, and the results 
obtained from such regulation, the fol- 
lowing facts are of value and interest- 
Ing: 
For the nine months of the crop 


year, July 1, 1918, tovMay 1, 1919, there 
passed through the grain handling fa- 
cilities of the country—elevators and 
mills—a total of 3,440,236,000 bushels 
of all grains, although the highest 
point of grain storage of all kinds at 
any one time in that period was 480,- 
000,000 
bushels. 
That is, In nine 


months the flow of grain was seven 
times the quantity which accumulated 
in storage at the highest point during 
that period. This is a direct illustra- 
tion of the necessity of keeping the 
grain-handling facilities of the coun- 
try liquid to avr/id the distress to all 
interests that would follow the block- 
ing of this flow of grain. 


Reinaugurate Permit Plan. 


The permit system as operated last 


year contemplates the closest co-oper- 
ation between the railroad administra- 
tion and the United States food ad- 
ministration grain corporation.

It Is said that ten airplane loads of 
“methyl” would have been sufficient to 
destroy all life in Berlin, if such ex­ 
treme measures had been necessary, 
and that a single day’s output would 
have been sufficient to snuff out the 
4,000.000 buman lives on the island of 
Mn nhattan. 


This gas was not only discovered by 
Professor Lewis, but was also devel­ 
oped by him to a point where it was 
ready for production at the American 
university 
while 
those 
laboratories 
were still under the control of the bu­ 
reau of mines, one of the organizations 
of the department of the interim*. 
When this work was first taken up by 
the bureau in behalf of the military 
authorities Professor Lewis was called 
from his civilian duties as professor of 
chemistry at Northwestern university, 
Evanston, III., and at the request of 
the bureau was commissioned as cap­ 
tain in the ordnance department and 
assigned to the gas warfare service of 
the bureau of mines. 
While acting in 
this capacity Professor Lewis discov­ 
ered and developed this gas, and 18 
days after the gas work of the bureau 
! t of mines was transferred to the juris-

“Mouse Trap” Plant. 


Tills plant, which was dubbed by the 
$ i workmen the “mouse trap,” because, 
in order to prevent the leakage of in­ 
formation, it was understood that the 
men who entered would not leave un­ 
til the war was over, was in operation 
within a miraculously short time, and 
plans were made by the war depart­ 
ment to have 3,000 tons of this most 
diabolical gas at the American front 
by March 1, 1019. When the armistice 
came the plant was well ahead of Its 
production schedule, but the opportu­ 
nity had not come for the use of the 
gas at the battle front.

age df twenty-five, when, In April, 
IStiS, he was sent to the United States 
as Prussian military attache of the 
Union army in the Civil war, being at­ 
tached to the Army of the Mississippi, 
in which Gen. Carl Schurz command­ 
ed a brigade. It was at that time that 
Count von Zeppelin had his first ex­ 
perience as an aeronaut, going up in a 
captive balloon belonging to the corps 
to which he was attached.

ment: "Taken by itself, the Washing- 
lion monument stands not only as one 
of the most stupendous works of man, 
but also as one of the most beautiful 
of all human creations. Indeed it is 
sit once so great and so simple that it 
«eems to be almost a work of nature, 
nominating the entire District of Co- 
lumbia, it has taken its place with the 
capitol and the White House as the 
three foremost national structures. 


"With a new character for each new 


hour, a different aspect 
for every 


change of light and bhade, the Wash- 
ington monument seems to link heaven 
and earth in .the darkness, to pierce 
the sky in the light and to stand an 
immovable mountain poak as the mists 
of every storm go driving by. With a 
height of 555 feet, a base of 55 feet 
square, and walls tapering from If 
feet at the base to IS inches at tin 
top; with its interior lined with memo- 
rial stones from the several states, 
from many famous organizations and 
from a number of foreign countries; 
with its stately simplicity and the 
high qualities of manhood it honors. 
It 5s fitting that the aluminum tip that 
caps it should bear the phrase 'Laus 
Deo.'" 


• "Stately simplicity" is what makes 
the Washington monument one of the 
greatest in the world, observes the 
Kansas City Star. 


Original Plan Changed. 


The original plan of the designer, 


Robert Mills, was to have as the main 
feature of the monument a large col- 
umned pantheon to be used as a mu- 
seum for war relics and statues of 
great men, and Hie obelisk was to 
arise from its center and surmount 
the whole. 


The pantheon idea was abandoned 


later when the monument came to be 
built, and everyone feels now that it 
is a good thing it was so, because a 
building of any kind at its base would 
only detract from its sublimity and 
grandeur. 


Washington himself selected the site 


for the monument, but at that time 
the intention was to erect an eques- 
trian statue, which congress had voted 
for in 1783. 
Nothing was done until 


1833, when Chief Justice John Mar- 
shall headed a movement called the 
"Washington Monument society," to 
solicit funds to build it. It was then 
the architect, Robert Mills, designed 
an obelisk surmounting a colonnade of 
Doric columns. 


Some money was collected, hut not 


enough to build it as planned, so the 
pantheon feature was abandoned and 
work begun on the obelisk. The cor- 
ner stone, weighing twelve tons, was 
laid July 4, 1848, in the presence of 
20,000 people. 


In 1855 the funds ran out and work 


was stopped, and for twenty years the 
partly 
constructed 
morfument 
re- 


mained an ugly stub. But the centen- 
nial exposition of 1876 brought a re- 
vival of patriotism and there was a 
nation-wide demand that the monu- 
ment be finished. Congress took hold 
of it, funds were asked for from every 
state, as well' as contributions of stone 
blocks with which to line the interior. 


In 1880 work on the monument was 


resumed, but on altered plans. 
The 


foundations 
were 
enlarged 
and 


strengthened and the shaft increased 
!n height. In 1884 it was finished at 
a total cost of $1,200,000. 


Lower Walls 15 Feet Thick. 


Following Is a detailed description

"The foundations are described as 


constructed of a mass of solid blue 
rock 146 feet square. 


"The base of shaft is 55 feet square

Staircase With 200 Steps. 


"A staircase of 900 steps winds its 


way to the top, around an interior 
shaft of iron pillars, in which the ele- 
\ator runs; few people walk tip, but 
many descend that way, in order to 
examine more carefully the inscribed 
memorial blocks which are set into the 
interior wall at various places. With- 
in the shaft formed by the interior 
iron framework runs an elevator, mak- 
ing a trip every half hour and carry- 
ing, if need be, thirty pet-sons. 
As 


this elevator and its ropes are of un- 
usual strength and were severely test- 
ed by use in elevating the stone re- 
quired for the upper courses as the 
structure progressed, its safety need 
not be suspected. 
The elevator is 


lighted by electricity and carries a tel- 
ephone. 
Seven minutes are required 


for the ascent of .100 feet: and one can 
see a.s he passes all the inscriptions 
| and carvings sufficiently well to satis- 
fy the furiosity of most persons, as 
none of these memorials has any ar- 
tistic excellence. An officer in charge 
of the floor marshals visitors into the 
elevator and another cares for the ob- 
servatory floor at the top; but no fees 
are expected.

“With a new character for each new 
hour, a different aspect for every 
change of light and shade, the Wash­ 
ington monument seems to link heaven 
and earth in the darkness, to pierce 
the sky in the light and to stand an 
immovable mountain peak as the mists 
of every storm go driving by. With a 
height of 555 feet, a base of 55 feet 
square, and walls tapering from 15 
feet at the base to 18 inches at the 
top; with its interior lined with memo­ 
rial stones from the several states, 
from many famous organizations and 
from a number of foreign countries; 
with its stately simplicity and the 
high qualities of manhood it honors, 
it Is fitting that ihe aluminum tip that 
caps it should bear the phrase ‘LauS 
Deo.’ ” 


“Stately simplicity” is what makes 
the Washington monument one of the 
greatest in the world, observes the 
Kansas City Star. 


Original Plan Changed. 


The original plan of the designer, 
Robert Mills, was to have as the main 
feature of the monument a large col­ 
umned pantheon to be used as a mu­ 
seum for war relics and statues of 
great men, and the obelisk was to 
arise from its center and surmount 
the whole. 


The pantheon idea was abandoned 
later when the monument came to he 
built, and everyone feels now that it 
is a good thing it was so, because a 
building of any kind at its base would 
only detract from its sublimity and 
grandeur. 


Washington himself selected the site 
for the monument, but at that time 
the intention was to erect an eques­ 
trian statue, which congress had voted 
for in 1783. 
Nothing was done until 
1833, when Chief Justice John Mar­ 
shall headed a movement called the 
“Washington Monument society,” to 
solicit funds to build it. 
It was then

Letters From France. 


The following letters from Chauucey P* 
Colestock were received by his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. M. G. Colestock, of Hano­ 
ver street 


Near Verdun, France. 
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Dear Dad ana all: 


In the last three or four 
days I have received three letters from 
home but as yet have not received the 
one with the pictures that Ma. apoke of, 
but it makes no difference because I hope 
to soon be back taking more pictures. I 
wish 1 could take some of the different 
places I have been and will be 1 over 
here”. They must of had some time in 
the old town on the morn of the eleventh. 
Well when you were having your good 
time about 3 a. m. it was about 9 a. m. 
over here, and I waa in a dug out only a 
few miles from here with several wound 
ed men and a few of our detachment. At 
10 o’clock the news came that they bad 
orders come in at the Regimental Com­ 
manding post to cease firing at 11 a. m. 
also that the artillery received the same 
orders. 
We did not know if we should 
believe this or not, so with eyes on the 
watches we counted the shells that were 
then bursting in a town leas than 5 min­ 
utes walk from us, and glad that 1 can 
write that at 11 o'clock on the 11th day 
of the 11th month our artillery fired the 
la«t one I have heard wizzing.thru the 
air.

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LITTLE GARDENS 
HELP WITH FOOD 


Many Citizens of Southern States 


Respond to Cry for More 
Vegetables. 


BACK YARDS ARE UTILIZED 


Report of Specialist of Tennessee It 
Received by United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture—Plan of 
Organization. 


(Prepared by tho United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Thousands of city people in tbo 
southern states responded this year to 
the campaign for more home gardens, 
and it was largely with the products 
produced in these city gardens that 
the South was able to feed itself. 


An example of the success of the 
garden work in the South is given in 
the report of C. J. Miles, city garden 
specialist. of Tennessee, recently re­ 
ceived by the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 
Through tho ef­ 
forts of Mr. Miles, co-operating with 
all interested agencies, 24 cities and 
towns in Tennessee were systematical­ 
ly organized in garden work. In these 
24 cities there were 598,550 gardens, 
covering a total of 4,192 acres. 
In 
the city of Memphis alone there were 
29,912 gardens, covering an area of 
1,028 acres. According to the report, 
Knoxville had 10,000 gardens, Nash­ 
ville 8,000, and Chattanooga 5,000. 


“It was the purpose of this work,” 
says Mr. Miles in his report on the 
methods of organization and conduct­ 
ing the work, “to encourage the utili­ 
zation of back yards and vacant lots 
for growing garden vegetables and to 
confine operations to cities and towns 
of the state over 2,500 population. 


Plan Described. 


“Our first effort was to effect an or­ 
ganization in as many of the towns 
and cities of the state as possible. The 
general plan of organization follows: 
A mass meeting was called, to which 
existing organizations, such as parent 
teachers, council of defense, and busi­ 
ness men’s organizations, were espe­ 
cially invited. At this meeting a cen­ 
tral chairman was named to have gen­ 
eral supervision of the work of the 
town or city. 
Associated with this 
chairman is a committee composed of 
one or more persons from each ward, 
school district, or natural division of 
the town. 


“The immediate work of this com­ 
mittee was to take a garden census, 
listing the 
back yards and vacant 
lots suitable for gardening, the per­ 
sons who contemplated gardening, and 
particularly those who desired *nore 
space than they had at their command. 


Typical Back Yard Garden. 


These latter at once were put in touch 
with owners of vacant lots, and in 
most cases were permitted to garden 
these vacant spaces free of rent. 


c‘In some instances, notably in Mem­ 
phis and Chattanooga, this committee 
listed the plowmen, and were able to 
reduce the rate of plowing from $5 an 
bout to $1.50 or $2 per hour. Grow­ 
ers of plants were also listed and 
plants procured in large quantities 
were burnished at a reasonable rate. 


Problems Solved. 


“Twenty-four cities and towns were 
organized in this manner this year. It 
has been my purpose to visit each of 
these organizations once a month and 
bpend a day and a night or more with 
them. 
At night the committees, to­ 
gether with any otliers interested, 
were called together for a conference. 
At this conference garden problems 
and plans for the month were dis­ 
cussed anr) plans for the month were 
discussed. On the day following prac­ 
tical demonstrations were conducted 
In the gardens. 
In addition to my 
monthly 
visits, 
newspaper 
articles 
treating garden problems have been 
supplied tho city and town press, and 
much use has been made of the United 
States department of agriculture and 
division of extension bulletins on gar­ 
dening.”

To Obtain Best Results Fowls, Hogs 
and Cattle Must Be Housed as 
Weather Gets Cold.

Poultry, hogs, and dulry cattle, to 
give best results, must be housed, es­ 
pecially at night, as the weather gets 
frosty. All buildings used for housing 
such animals should be put in good 
condition, and where necessary re' 
modeled along approved lines.

ers contemplating the construction of 
new farm buildings should seek the 
advice of county agents or those who 
are prepared to give expert informa­ 
tion 
on the construction of farm 
buildings.

Best Results Where Scattered Ove* 
Large Area—Acid Phosphate 
Adds to Value.

There are heard complaints that 
fruit trees did not do well In the chi-ck- 
cn yard, but In every case the owner 
of the yard had hot out trees without 
regard to their suitability for the lo- 
cality. 


A rnnn who is willing to buy fruit 


tr<M»s as he would lumber need not ex- 
pect to get good results anywhere. Tin- 
purchase of fruit trees is a matter for 
study and Investigation. Find out from 
the neighbors vhat varieties of apples, 
pears, plums, peaches and cherries do 
well In your locality. Then choose a 
reliable nurseryman and take his ad- 
vice on varieties and location. Ask 
your college or the, horticultural de- 
partment. A man who doesn't know 
what varieties to buy mid says so, will 
get the benefit of the experience of 
those who know. Whereas, a man who 
doesn't know and will not admit, is 
not likely to be satisfied with his plant- 
nig, and if he has planted In the chick- 
en yard will find the chickens handy 
as n scapegoat 


Chickens are a by-product on most 


farms. 
For that reason, it is some- 


times best to have colony houses al- 
together for summer use, and move 
the chickens where they can pick up 
(he most food. A permanent poultry 
bouse requires yard room of 30 feet.

His critical essays and "Auto- 


biography" 
were 
noteworthy pro- 


ductions, written in a different vein 
than his works before he devoted 
his entire life to writing. 


Twain always hated sham or pre- 


tense. He was a lover of the frank, 
open-hearted man, which explains his 
great hold on his public.

Poppy Seed Salad. 


Grate n l i t t l e sage cheese over some 


fresh head lettuce after it is dried and 
finish by sprinkling over it some fresh- 
ly roasted poppy seed, which adds an 
unusual flavor. Serve with French 
dressing. 


Petal o Salad. 


This ia a well-'iked salad and may 


be prepared in so many ways that it 
is sjlwiiys a dcvi':ht. Cut up the cold 
boiled potatoes in small cubes and raix 
with n small finely minced onion, add 
some corn oil and x'ncuar, ^alt and 
paprika and let it stand until nearly 
time to serve, t h < n add a small Cu-

little ponnut butter and cream added 
to the dressing will give a piquant fla- 
vor, or lacking that add a dozen or 
two of minced peanuts. A spoonful or 
two of canned corn also adds much to 
the flavor, or a finely minced green 
pepper. One may vary the seasoning 
and always have n new salad. 


Summer Salad. 


Cook n quart of lima benns, drain 


nnd chill them. Peel and dice two 
cvisp, tart apples, add two sweet green 
•peppers finely shredded, mix with may- 
onnaise; nothing Avill improve a veg- 
etable, salad like onion juice. 


Nuts and Green Peas Salad. 


Take a cupful of cooked green peas 


and add one-third of a cupful of wal- 
nuts. 
Servo on lettuce With any de- 


sired dressing. 


Banana and Pineapple Salad. 


Plnce rings of pineapple on crisp 


lettuce and in the center place a small 
cone of banana, by cutting the end of 
each carefully and setting it candle- 
like on the pineapple. 
Sprinkle gen- 


erously with paprika on top and serve 
with a boiled dressing, adding chopped 
nuts to the dressing if desired. 


Olive and Celery Sandwiches. 


Chop equal quantities of heart cel- 


ery and stuffed olives, moisten with 
salad dressing and spread en well- 
buttered bread. 


Mint and Cucrmber Sandwich 


Slice cucumbers and sprinkle with 


minced mint, dip in French dressing 
or add a bit of any boiled dressing; 
place between slices of buttered bread.

If Your Eyes Are Tired. 


Seat yourself on one side of the

Take English history as it is taught 


IE an English school. We begin with 
Celtic Britain. Eater Caesar and a 
Roman host. From where? We never 
learn, H. G. Wells writes ID the Satur- 
day Evening Post Who is this Cae- 
sar and why did he come? Why did 
he go? Why did the Romans not come 
again for the better part of a century? 
Evidently something much more impor- 
tant was going on elsewhere, 


A little way on in the story certain 


Angles, Jutes and Saxons rush in—as 
inexplicably. Whence? 
Why? Later 


come the Danes. The history of Bag- 
land has the effect of something goiog 
on upon a doormat in a passage out- 
side a room full of events, with several 
other doors. The door opens, the Nor- 
man kings rush out of the room, con- 
quer the country hastily, say some- 
thing about some novelty of which we 
have learned nothing hitherto, the Cru* 
sades, and exit to room again. 


From which presently King Richard 


returns dejected. 
He has been fight- 


ing the Saracens. Who are the Sara- 
cens? We never learn. What be- 
comes of them? We are never told. 
So it goes on. The broad back of his- 
tory is turned to England throughout. 
Its face and hands are hidden, and we 
make what we can of the wriggling of 
its heels. 


The American story is still more In- 


comprehensible. An innocent continent 
is suddenly inundated by Spanish, Por- 
tuguese, French, Dutch and British, 
who proceed at once to pick up the 
thread of various conflicts—initiated 
elsewhere. Someone called the pope is 
seen to be dividing the new continent 
among the European powers. Colonies 
are .formed. 
What 
are 
colonies? 


These colonies, in what is apparently a 
strenuous attempt to simplify history, 
break off from their unknown coun- 
tries of origin. A stream of immigra- 
tion begins from west and east. The 
American mind establishes a sort of in- 
tellectual Monroe doctrine and declares 
that America has no past, only a fu- 
ture. From which sublime dream it Is 
presently roused to find something of 
unknown origin called European impe- 
rialism wrecking the world. What is 
this Imperialism? How did it begin? 


The teaching of history in most other 


countries is after the same fashion. 
Everywhere the teachers present more 
or less similar histories of passages 
and doormats. Great events—the Cru- 
sades, the Reformation, the industrial 
revolution—come in with a bang and 
go out with a slam, leaving no clew, 
leaving our poor heads spinning. Is It 
any wonder if history falls back for a 
little human touch upon childish anec- 
dotes about Alfred and the cakes, the 
peerless beauty of Mary Queen of 
Scots, and King Charles and his span- 
iels? 


6,000 John Smiths. 


The claims and record office of the 


ministry of labor at Kew, England, 
which Is now dealing with millions of 
forms in connection with unemploy- 
ment pay, has electrically driven ac- 
counting and tabulating machinery. 
Figures are transferred 
to special 


cards by holes punched in certain po- 
sitions and the cards are sorted by 
machine into groups. These groups 
then pass through a machine which 
prints the details from each card on 
rolls of paper, at the same time occti- 
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total at any given point. 


An alphabetical index, consisting of 


looseleaf registers of all insured work- 
ers, 
contains 10,000,000 names, of 


which thousands are identical. There 
are 6,000 John Smiths, 2,000 John 
Browns, 2,000 William Browns, 1,300 
William Jones, 1,000 John Macdonalds 
and 1,000 William Davies. 


Eye Drill for Flyers. 


The royal air force of England has 


Instituted an eye drill that has made 
many splendid pilots out of men who 
would otherwise have been useless. It 
was discovered that a large percentage 
of men only use one eye at a time, and 
in the early days pilots were not test- 
ed for eye balance. 
Many men were 


then passed into the air service who 
could never land correctly. When these 
deficiencies were discovered a school 
was formed and under an eye special- 
ist twice a day airmen undergoing the 
cure were paraded for eye drill and 
taught how to use both their eyes at 
the same time. The result was that 95 
per cent of the men who would have 
been bad pilots became good ones in 
a little while.

world’s champion heavyweight boxer.

Dempsy thought the referee had an­ 
nounced him winner and actually left 
the ring. 
But he was called back and 
the butchery continued for two more 
rounds until Jess, sitting in his corn­ 
er with a bewildered look on his 
swollen 
countenance, failed to re- 
9 
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spond to the gong for the fourth 
round. 
“It was no use to continue" ( 
said the ex-champion. 
“My strength 
went from me in the first round ” 
Dempsy was breathing hard when 
the fight ended, but it was from ex­ 
ertion and not from punishment. 
He 
escaped almost unhurt, but he had 
been using his arms like tripham­ 
mers on the anatomy of his oppo­ 
nent for nine crowded minutes in a 
sun that sent the thermometer to 110 
degrees. 
The challenger knocked the 
big fellow down five times in the first 
round and had him hanging helpless­ 
ly on the ropes or draped over his 
own shoulders most of the time when 
he was not taking advantage of the 
count.

Approval of the two automobile rep- 


ulatiug bills was announced 1'roiu the 
governor's office. 
One is a code gov- 


erning the licencing of all motor ve- 
hicles, and the other remilates the 
sale and transfer of second-hand cars. 
Rot', are effective at once. The code 
allows a speed of thirty miles an 
hour on open roads and Hi'teen miles 
in built up communities. Use of cut- 
outs is forbidden. The resist ration 
fees are to be forty cents por horse- 
power with a minimum of $10 for au- 
.omobiles. Motor trucks are licensed 
according to weight Irom $20 to $150. 
the latter being for 10,000 pound chas- 
ses. 
Truck lengtfis ane- limited to 


wenty-eight feet, width to ninety in- 
ches and weight to 28.000 pounds. 
Trucks are also limited to speed by 
classes, ranging from 10 miles per 
hour for heavy grades to 20 miles for 
ighter grades. Sworn statements that 
applicants for license are physically 
able to operate cars are required. 
The "second-hand car" bill requires 
complete description with bills of 


ale, statements as to ownership and 
changes made in the car, all to be 
sworn.

work was a success, but the second 
met with reverses.

lishers found themselves in dliliculty 
they saddled the whole burden on 
Twain, and he took It without a mur­ 
mur. 


Had 
lie 
not 
failed 
in 
business 
Twain might have been content to 
rest on his laurels. Instead he went 
about paying his debts. 
His tour 
around 
the world 
was undertaken 
expressly for that purpose. 
It was a 
very successful tour, crowds turning 
out to hear the famous American. 
A product of his tour was "Follow­ 
ing the Equator,” which was a finan­ 
cial success. 
Having abandoned his 
desire to become a business man he 
then 
settled 
down 
to writing. 
In 
181)0 he published “Pudd’nhead Wil­ 
son,” and 
“Tho Personal 
Recollec­ 
tions of Joan of Arc” came out in 
1897, 
Ills critical essays and “Auto 
biography” 
were 
noteworthy 
pro­ 
ductions, written in a different vein 
than his works before ho devoted 
his entire life to writing. 


Twain always Jmted sham or pre­ 
tense.

During the warm weather salad is 
one of the main features of every din­ 
ner. 
Sandwiches are always 'popular 
and during the picnic season indispen­ 
sable. 
The unusual always appeals 
and the following will at least excite 
enough interest to try it: 


Poppy Seed Salad. 


Grate a little sage cheese over some 
fresh head lettuce after it is dried and 
finish by sprinkling over it some fresh­ 
ly roasted poppy seed, which adds an 
unusual flavor. 
Serve with French 
dressing. 


Potato Salad. 


This is a welMiked salad and may 
be prepared in so many ways that It 
is always a delight. 
Cut up the cold 
boiled potatoes In small cubes and mix 
with a small finely minced onion, add 
some corn oil and vinegar, salt and 
paprika and let it stand until nearly 
time to serve, then add a small cu­ 
cumber and a spoonful or two of any 
well-seasoned 
boiled 
dressing. 
A 
little peanut butter and cream added 
to the dressing will give a piquant fla­ 
vor, or lacking that add a dozen or 
two of minced peanuts. A spoonful or 
two of canned corn also adds much to 
the flavor, or a finely minced green 
pepper. 
One may vary the seasoning 
and always have a new salad. 


Summer Salad. 


Cook a quart of lima beans, drain 
and chill them. 
Peel and dice two 
r.*isp, tart apples, add two sweet green 
^peppers finely shredded, mix with may­ 
onnaise; nothing will improve a veg­ 
etable salad like onion juice. 


Nuts and Green Peas Salad. 


Take a cupful of cooked green peas 
and add one-third of a cupful of wal­ 
nuts, 
Serve on lettuce With any de­ 
sired dressing. 


Banana and Pineapple Salad. 


Place rings of pineapple on crisp 
lettuce and in the center place a small 
cone of banana, by cutting tho end of 
each carefully and setting it candle- 
like on the pineapple. 
Sprinkle gen­ 
erously with paprika on top and serve 
with a boiled dressing, audlng chopped 
nuts to the dressing if desired.

come the Danes. The history o f Eng­ 
land has the effect of something going 
on upon a doormat in a passage out­ 
side a room full of events, with several 
other doors. The door opens, the Nor­ 
man kings rush out of the room, con­ 
quer the country hastily, say some­ 
thing about some novelty of which we 
have learned nothing hitherto, the Cru* 
sades, and exit to room again. 


From which presently King Richard 
returns dejected. 
Pie has been fight­ 
ing the Saracens. 
Who are the Sara­ 
cens? 
We 
never learn. 
What 
be­ 
comes of them? 
We are never told. 
So it goes on. The broad back of his­ 
tory is turned to England throughout 
Its face and hands are hidden, and we 
make what we can of the wriggling of 
Its heels. 


The American story is still more in­ 
comprehensible. An Innocent continent 
is suddenly inundated by Spanish, Por­ 
tuguese, French, Dutch and British, 
who proceed at once to pick up the 
thread of various conflicts—Initiated 
elsewhere. Someone called the pope is 
seen to be dividing the new continent 
among the European powers. Colonies 
are ,formed.

colonies?

Eye Drill for Flyers. 


The royal air force of England has 
Instituted an eye drill that has made 
many splendid pilots out of men who 
would otherwise have been useless. It 
was discovered that a large percentage 
of men only use one eye at a time, and 
In the early days pilots were not test­ 
ed for eye balance. 
Many men were 
then passed into the air service who 
could never land correctly. When these 
deficiencies were discovered a school 
was formed and under an eye special­ 
ist twice a day airmen undergoing the 
cure were paraded for eye drill and 
taught how to use both their eyes at 
the same time. The result was that 05 
per cent of the men who would have 
been bad pilots became good ones in 
a little while.

Advice to American Disabled Soldiers 


From Their French "Grandfather" 


By DR. MAURICE BOURRILLON, Paris 


Since I am director of the National Institute for Disabled Soldier- 


at Paris and since 1 have bean called the grandfather of the movement 
for the rehabilitation of disabled soldiers, let me speak to you as I should 
speak to my children and give you a few words of advice before I leave 
/bur powerful and wonderful country. I have just been visiting the first 
institutions which the American people have organized for giving you 
assistance in the reconstruction of your lives. 


If you have lost an arm or a leg, or even both, or are otherwise per- 


manently disabled; you can still become a skillful workman in a trade 
which will be carefully chosen for you. Or, if you prefer, you can com- 


f lete your general instruction, and after education in certain subjects find 
splendid positions in commercial, industrial or scientific firms. I firmly 
believe that, just as our French soldiers have done, you will understand 
that it is your duty both to America and to yourselves to put into the 
reconstruction of your lives the same ardor and courage which you gave 
evidence of when you came to the aid of France. 


Many of our French soldiers believed that inasmuch as they had been 


wounded in serving the nation the nation ought to support them for the 
rest of their lives. France no more than America thinks of quibbling 
over the right of her wounded soldiers to generous compensation for their 
disabilities, but she is convinced that she should give a further proof of 
her appreciation of the valiant defenders by placing them in a position 
to serve their country again through their work.

They 
were outnumbered five to one, and 
their only hope of success lay in ren­ 
dering their opponents helpless before 
they could rally to a defense. All the 
pent-up hate of years was in their 
hearts, blazed madly in their eyes; 
they were tigers leaping at the throat 
of their prey, yet sane enough to com­ 
prehend even in their blood-rage that 
they must act together. 
It was over 
so quickly I scarcely saw it all. 
My

Object Lesson: 
Americanizing Public 
Schools by Wartime Activities 


By HARRIET A. ECKHARDT, Principal Swift School, Chicago 


Optimistic Thought 
He hath riches sufficient who hath 
enough to be charitable. 


Americanizing the public school through financial war time activi­ 
ties has proved a most illuminating object lesson to the teachers of the 
Swift school, to the parents of the pupils and to the boys aud girls them­ 
selves. 


The Srnft school, established five years ago, and named for George 
B. Swift, the forty-fifth mayor of Chicago, is an elementary school with 
about nine hundred pupils. 
The grades include kindergarten to eighth; 
the ages are from five to thirteen. 
It is in the Twenty-fifth ward, on the 
North side, and m a fairly well-to-do neighborhood. 
It may be said to 
be a typical big-citv American public school. 


The Swift teachers proudly say, “Our million-dollar school.” 
Bv 
this we mean that its war activities during the last two years have 
amounted to over a million dollars. The Liberty loan sale? including the 
Victory loan sale of $318,000, aggregate $918,150. The Red Cross activi­ 
ties include memberships, $1,252.25; ambulance, $1,795, and Belgian cloth­ 
ing fund of $285 raised by sale of 21 tons of paper collected by children, 
and the total is $5,923.55. 
War activities include Y. M. C. A., canteen 
and library contributions, and total $3,281.01. 
The.sale of War Savings 
stamps to pupils aggregates $20,027, and the school itself has an invest­ 
ment in stamps of $2,455, the proceeds of entertainments. 
The grand 
total is $1,020,837.16. 


The nation has therefore been served by the Swift school to no small 
extent. 
But the benefit to the Swift school—to the teachers, the pupils, 
the parent», the community and the school as a school—has been far 
greater in proportion. This benefit can hardly be set forth in comprehen­ 
sive detail. 
It includes, however, outstanding items like these: 


Unifying of teachers, of pupils and of teachers and pupils, and devel­ 
opment of the school spirit; the Swift motto is “Loyalty,” and its «banner 
is blue and white. 


Formation of habits of saving and thrift; appreciation o f‘value of 
money; acquaintance with business methods; knowledge of the power of 
organization and teamwork; training in individual thinking and in public 
speaking. 


Increased interest in American history and institutions and in 
national affairs; a splendid spirit of loyalty and responsibility to school, 
city,and country. 


Advice to American Disabled Soldiers 
From Their French “Grandfather” 


By DR. MAURICE BOURRILLON, Paris 


Since I am director of the National Institute for Disabled Soldiers 
at Paris and since 1 have been called the grandfather of the movement 
for the rehabilitation of disabled soldiers, let me speak to you as I should 
speak to my children and give you a few words of advice before I leave 
your powerful and wonderful country. 
I have just been visiting the first 
institutions which the American people have organized for giving you 
assistance in the reconstruction of your lives. 


If you have lost an arm or a leg, or even both, or are otherwise per­ 
manently disabled; you can still become a skillful workman in a trade 
which will be carefully chosen for you. 
Or, if you prefer, you can eom- 
I lete your general instruction, and after education in certain subjects find 
¿plendid positions in commercial, industrial or scientific firms. 
I firmly 
believ« that, just as our French soldiers have done, you will understand 
that it is your duty both to America and to yourselves to put into the 
reconstruction of vour lives the same ardor and courage which you gave 
evidence of when you came to the, aid of France. 


Many of our French soldiers believed that inasmuch as they had been 
wounded in serving the nation the nation ought to support them for the 
rest of their lives. 
France no more than Americja thinks of quibbling 
over the right of her wounded soldiers to generous compensation for their 
disabilities, but she is convinced that she should give a further proof of 
her appreciation of the vahant defenders bv placing them in a position 
to serve their country again through their work.

Minced Mutton.—Mash the yolks of 
six hard cooked eggs and season with 
cayenne and a fourth of a teaspoon­ 
ful of mustard and salt.

Mr. Graham declared the president 
created “the secret government” by 
ignoring and reversing the intent of 
congress in authorizing the establish­ 
ment of the council of national defense 
in August, 3010. 
As authorized by 
congress, he said, the council was to 
be composed of ^ six members of the 
cabinet, who were to be the real ex­ 
ecutives, and seven civilians,, to be 
selected b,\ the president, who were 
to act in a purely advisory capacity. 
Instead of doing this, Mr, Graham as­ 
serted, the president made the advis­ 
ory commission the real executives, 
“clothing them with unprecedented and 
almost illimitable powers.” 


“Behind closed doors, weeks and

oven months before war was declar­ 
ed,” he said, “there seven men design­ 
ed virtually evpry war measure which 
congress subsequently enacted. 
They 
devised the entire system of purchas­ 
ing war supplies, planned a press cen­ 
sorship, designed a system of food 
control and selected * Herbert Hoover 
as its director and even determined on 
the daylight saving scheme. 


“Conceived 
within 
the 
law, 
but 
brought into existence in absolute vio­ 
lation of law, it is not surprising to 
find this secret government of the 
United Stales itself persistently ignor­ 
ed and even violated the law; that it 
allowed Interested parties to fix the 
prices of war supplies; that it put 
the people of the country to incalcul­ 
able unnecessary expense and carried 
things with a high hand.” 


Mr, Graham declared that when Ma­ 
jor General Goethals was called “at 
the eleventh hour to rescue the war 
department from the public obloquy 
which was fast settling upon it as a 
result of the methods and incapacity 
of the commission he repudiated and 
virtually defied it.” 


“Our soldiers were actually dying of 
pneumonia in the camps because of 
lack of proper clothing and blankets,” 
Mr. Graham said, “and General Goeth­ 
als assumed the duties of quartermast­ 
er general on condition he should have 
free scope in the performance of his 
duties, unhampered by the council of 
national defense. 


“Immediately he took from the mem­ 
bers of that council their power to 
order, purchase and fix prices and 
soon dispensed with the services of 
those members of the advisory com­ 
mission who had so deplorably bungled 
the control of supplies for the army.” 
Judge Gary advised the advisory 
commission Air. Graham said, that it 
was operating in disregard of the Sher­ 
man law, the Clayton law and “all 
other statues that are supposed to reg­ 
ulate business, particularly big busi­ 
ness.” When the attorney general was 
called upon by the commission to ans­ 
wer Judge Gary, Mr. Graham said, he 
answered that the matters referred to 
as violation of law were matters of 
“national policy” rather than a legal 
question. 


“Afterward,” Mr. Graham declared, 
“when there was evidently a discussion 
in congress as to the illegality of mem­ 
bers of the committees on the council 
buying from themselves, tho council 
discussed this general policy and it 
was suggested that *this embarrass­ 
ment might be removed by the plan 
of the committee reorganization now 
under consideration.* 


“The minutes show that on account 
of tills so-called embarrassment the 
war industries board was created, and 
committees were appointed by the na­ 
tional chamber VqJ commerce, so the 
1 letter of the law -'night be complied 
I with, but by which scheme no part of 
the method of buying was changed in 
the slightest degree so far as I can 
observe.”

It fs said that ten airplane loads of 
"methyl" would have been suiiicient to 
destroy all life in Berlin, if such ex- 
treme measures had been necessary, 
and that- a single day's output would 
liave been suiiicient to snulT out the 
4.000.000 lujman lives on the island of 
Mn nhattan. 


This gas was not only discovered by 
Professor Lewis, but was also devel- 
oped by him to a point where it was 
ready for production at the American 
university 
while 
those 
laboratories 
were still under the control of the bu- 
reau of mines, one of the organizations 
of 
the 
department 
of 
the 
interlirr. 
When this work was first taken up by 
the bureau in behalf of the military 
authorities Professor Lewis was called 
from his civilian duties as professor of 
'Chemistry at Northwestern university, 
Evanston, III., and at the request of 
the bureau was commissioned as cap- 
tain in the ordnance department and 
assigned to the gas warfare service of 
the bureau cf mines. 
While acting in 
tills capacity Professor Lewis discov- 
ered and developed this gas. and 18 
days after the gas work of the bureau 
of mines was transferred to the juris- 
diction of the war department an 11- 
acre plant for Its manufacture 
was 
started near Cleveland. 0. 


"Mouse Trap" Plant 
Tills plant, which was dubbed by the 
workmen the "mouse trap," because 
in order to prevent the leakage of Iti- 
formation. It was understood that the 
men who entered would not leave un- 
til the war was over, was In operation 
within a miraculously sliort time, and 
plans were made by the war depart- 
ment to have 3.000 tons of this most 
diabolical gas at the American front 
I)y Alarcli ]. 1019. 
When the armistice 
came the plant M-as well ahead of Its 
production schedule, but the opportu- 
nity had not come for the use of the 
gas at tlie battle front.

Von Zeppelin's Career. 


Cmmt von Zeppelin, inventor of the 
airship which bears his name, was not 
killed in the war. but died of pneumo- 
nia at Cliariottenburg, near Berlin, on 
March S, 1917. 
He was born in lS;iS 
and was a lieutenant of cavalry at the 
age df 
twenty-five, when, In 
April, 
18t53, he was sent to the United States 
as Prussian military attache of 
the 
Union army in the Civil war. being at- 
tached to the Army of the Mississippi. 
In which Gen. Carl Schurz command- 
ed a brigade. 
It was at that time that 
Count von Zeppelin had his first ex- 
perience as an aeronaut, going up in a 
captive balloon belonging to the corps 
to which he was attached.

In the National Geographic Maga- 
zine throe years ago William Howard 
Taft wrote of the Washington monu- 
ment: "Taken by itself, tho AVashing- 
lion monument stands not only a s one 
of the most stupendous works of man, 
but also a s one of the most beautiful 
of all human creations. 
Indeed it is 
at once so great and so simple thai it 
seems to be almost a work of nature. 
Dominating the entire District of Co- 
lumbia, it has taken its place with the 
f^apitol and the White House a s the 
three foremost national structures. 


"With a new character for each new 
hour, a 
different 
aspect 
for every 
change of light and shade, the Wash- 
ington mommient seems to link heaven 
and earth in the darkness, to pierce 
the sky in the light and to stand an 
immovable mountain peak as the mists 
of every storm go driving by. With a 
Iielght of 555 feet, a base of 55 feet 
square, and walls tapering 
from 15 
feet at the base to 18 inches at the 
top; with Its interior lined with memo- 
rial stones from the several 
states, 
from many famous organizations and 
from a number of foreign countries; 
with its stately 
simplicity and the 
high qualities of manhood it honors. 
It \s fitting that i.he aluminum tip that 
caps it should bear the phrase 'LauS 
D r o . ' " 


"Stately simplicity" is what makes 
the Washingtoh monument one of the 
greatest in the world, observes the 
Kansas City Star. 


Original Plan Changed, 


The original plan of the designer, 
Robert Mills, was to have a s the main 
feature of the monument a large col- 
umned pantheon to be used as a mu- 
Reum for war relics and statues of 
great men, and the obelisk was to 
arise from its center and surmount 
the whole. 


The pantheon idea was abandoned 
later when the monument came to be 
built, and everyone feels now that It 
is a good thing it was so, because a 
building of any kind at its base would 
only detract from its sublimity and 
grandeur. 


Washington himself selected the site 
for the monument, but at that time 
the Intention was to erect an eques- 
trian statue, which congress had voted 
for in 1783. Nothing was done until 
1883, when Chief Justice John Mar- 
shall headed a movement called tho 
"Washington 
Monument 
society." to 
solicit funds to build It, It was then 
the architect. Robert Mills, designed 
an obelisk surmounting a colonnade of 
Doric columns. 


Some money was collected, hut not 
enough to build it a s planned, so the 
pantheon feature was abandoned and 
work begun on the obelisk. 
The cor- 
ner stone, weighing twelve tons, was 
laid July 4, 1848, in the presence of 
20,000 people. 


In 1855 the funds ran out and work 
was stopped, and for twenty years the 
partly 
constructed 
moifument 
re- 
mained an ugly stub. But the centen- 
nial exposition of 1876 brought a re- 
vival of patriotism and there was a 
nation-wide demand 
that the monu- 
ment be finished. Congress took hold 
of It, funds were asked for from every 
state, as well a s contributions of stone 
blocks with which to line the Interior. 


In 1880 work on the monument was 
resumed, but on altered plans. The 
foundations 
were 
enlarged 
and 
strengthened and the shaft increased 
in height. 
In 18K4 it was finished at 
a total cost of $1.200.000. 


Lower Walls 15 Feet Thick, 


Following is a detailed description 
of 
tbe monument 
taken 
from the 
Rand-McNally Guide to Washington: 


"The foundations are described a s 
constructed of a mass of solid blue 
rock 146 feet square. 


'*The base of shaft is 55 feet square 
and the lower walls are 15 feet thick. 
At the 5U0-foot elevation, where tht- 
pyramid top begins, the walls are only 
18 Inches 
thick and about 35 fei-i 
Kquure. 
The Inside of the >vails. a^ 
far a s they were constructed befi ^ 
üíe work was undertaken by the gov- 


ernment in 1878—150 feet from tho 
base—is of blue granite, not laid in 
courses. 
From this point to within a 
short distance of tlvo beginnhig of the 
top of tho roof tho inside of the walls 
is of regular courses of granite, corre- 
sponding with tho courses of marble 
on tho outside. 
For the top marble is 
entirely used. 
Tho work has boon de- 
clared the best piece of masonry in 
tho world. By a plumb line suspended 
from the top of the monument inside 
not throe-eighths of an inch dotloction 
has been noticcd. 
The keystone that 
binds tho interior ribs of stone that 
support the marble facing of the pyr- 
amid cap of the nionunient 
weighs 
nearly five tons. 
It is four feet six 
inches high and three feet six inches 
square at the top. 


"On the 6th day of December. 1S84, 
the 
capstone, 
which 
completed the 
shaft, was s e t 
The capstone is five 
foot 21/^ inches in height, and its base 
is 
i;omewhat 
more 
than 
three 
feet 
square. 
At its rap. or peak, it is five 
inches In diameter. 
On the cap was 
placed a tip or point of aluminum, a 
composition 
metal 
which 
resomblos 
polished silver, and which was select- 
ed* because of its lightness and free- 
dom from oxidation and because it 
will always remain bright. 


Staircase With 900 Steps. 


"A staircase of POO stops winds its 
way to the top, around an interior 
shaft of iron pillars, in which the ele- 
vator runs; few people walk up, but 
many descend that wa5% in order lo 
examine more carefully the inscribed 
memorial blocks which are set into the 
interior wall at various places. 
With- 
in the shaft formed by the interior 
iron framework runs an elevator, mak- 
ing a trip every half hour and carry- 
ing, if need be, thirty persons. 
As 
this elevator and its ropes aro of un- 
usual strength and were severely test- 
ed by use in elevating the stone re- 
quired for the upper courses as the 
stnlcture progressed, its safety net^d 
not be suspected. 
The elevator Is 
lighted by electridty and carries a tel- 
ephone. 
Seven minutes are required 
for the ascent of 500 feet; and one can 
see a s he passes all the inscriptioiiS 
and carvings sufficiently well to satis- 
fy the curiosity of most persons, a s 
none of these memorials has any ar- 
tistic excellence. 
An officer in charge 
of the fioor marshals visitors into tlie 
elevator and another cares for the ob- 
servatory fioor at the top; but no fees 
are expected. The siirrounding grounds 
form Washington park. 


"The view from the eight small win- 
dows, which open through the pyra- 
midon. or sloping summit of the obe- 
lisk, 517 feet from the ground, in- 
cludes a circle of level country hav- 
ing a radius of from fifteen to twenty 
miles, 
and southwest 
extends 
still 
farther, for In clear weather the Blue 
Ridge is well defined in that direction. 
The Potomac Is In sight from up near 
Chain 
bridge 
down 
to f a r below 
.Mount Vernon, and the whole district 
lies unrolled like a map. To climb the 
Washington 
monument is. therefore, 
an excellent method of beginning an 
intelligent survey of the capital and 
of 'getting one's bearing.'" 


Eats a Thousand Bugs. 


A cliff swallow will eat a thousand 
flies, 
mosquitoes, 
wheat-midgcts or 
beetles that Injure fruit trees in a day 
and therefore are to be encouraged, 
says the American Forestry 
associa- 
tion, of Washington, 
which is con- 
ducting 
the 
nation-wide 
campaign 
among school children for bird-house 
building. This bird is also known a s 
the cave swallow because It plasters 
its nest on the outside of a barn or 
other building up under the eaves. 
Colonies of several thousand will build 
their nests together on the side of a 
clifi. These nests shaped like a flat- 
tened gourd or water-bottle are made 
of bits of clay rolled Into pellets and 
lined with straw or feathers. This bird 
winters In the tropics. 


Spray Painting Corrugated Steel. 
The corrugated steel used for air- 
plane hangars ii) this country and over- 
seas was painted 
before 
shipment 
Owing to the large quantity of steel, 
it was out of the question to do this 
work by hand and machines could not 
be used on account of the corrugations. 
\ F^or this reason, a spray system of 
painting was employrd. 
First, the 
sheets were coated with red lead he- 
fore being corrugated, and after that 
they received a coating of green on 
one side and gray on the other side, 
applied by means of a Jet 14 Uiifhes 
wide,—Scientific Americun.

Dec. 3; 1918 
Dear Dad ana all: 


In the last three or four 
days I have received three letters from 
home but as yet bavo not received the 
one witb the pictures that Ma. spoke of, 
but it makes no difference because I hope 
to soon be back taking more pictures. 
I 
wiish I could take some of the different 
places I have been and will be ' over 
here". 
They must of had some time in 
the old town on the morn of the eleventh. 
Well when you were having your good 
time about 3 a. m. it was about 9 a. m. 
over here, and J waa in a dug out only a 
few miles from here with several wound 
ed men and a few of our detachment. At 
10 o'clock the news came that they had 
orders come in at the Regimental Com- 
manding post to cease firing at 11 a. m. 
also that the artillery received the same 
orders. 
We did not know if we should 
believe this or not, so with eyes on the 
watches we counted the sbells that were 
then bursting in a town lees than 5 min- 
utes walk from us, and glad that I can 
write that at 11 o'clock on the 11th day 
of the 11th month our artillery fired the 
l a a t o n e l h a v e heard wizzing.thru 
the 
air. 
About five minutes after all faces 
were wearing a smile, and the fellows be- 
gtLXx shaking hands and rejoicing over the 
fact that once more we could walk about 
feeling at ease. 


We moved np only a short distance to 
the town of Flabas, and there were quar- 
tered for a few days in a dugout under a 
flhell torn house. 
We are very comfort- 
ably located on the side of a high hill| in 
a German built barracks. 
From here we 
c m see for miles out over the country 
looking towards Germany. We are thirty 
kilometers (about 18 miles) north of Ver- 
dun and 35 miles from Motz. 
Today we 
marched 10 miles, we do this twice a week 
now to keep in shape. Eating plenty and 
doing fine, no need for worry. 
You ask 
about money, why dad I have more mon- 
ey witb me now than I know what to do 
witb, because a aoldier at the front gets 
no chance to spend money. It's only the 
fellows back in the S, O. S. in the rear 
who have a chance to spend their franc's* 
I don't know when we shall come home 
but don't worry we shall have some good 
time when I do. 
1 hope Clare will be at 
home long before me, then we can cele- 
brate together. 
If war was h— in Sher 
man's day what would he call it now? 
W e were in two drives, the first one on 
8ept. 26tb, and was on the great drive 
no doubt read about, remained at the 
front foi only five days during which we 
(our detachment} lost two Lieut's and 
several men, one a dru^'gist, n friend of 
mine, all killed by a high explosive shell. 
On Oct. Ist, we were relieved and hiked 
for several days back to a rest area. While 
at the rest camp boche air-men attacked 
us, but tbey didn't hurt a thing. Oct. 31, 
went into the lines again, at night, and 
this time experienced different times as 
it was trench warfare, until we went! over 
the top. 
Was in a hole covered with 
steel and rocks which we used for a drtss 
ing station. 
It was up in the line of sup 
port trenches, about 5 minutes walk from 
where you had to keep your head down 
and not talk above a whisper. I had some 
close calls here which I will keep to tell 
when I get home. 


On the morning of Nov. 8th we got or» 
ders to move up to the front at 2 a. m. 
At 6 o'clock the boys went over the top 
and Kept the fauns going for several days, 
when on the 11th hour of I^ov, IJth they 
admitted the Americand were too much 
and there were too many. 
Hal/jCan yuu 
believe that some of the Germans came 
across the Imeb and talked with thobt 
who could understand and who would 
talk. 
They wanted to shako bands and 
give the felJows souvenirs, such as buttons, 
helmets, also cigars and beer. 
Ha! but 
they were not souvenirs 
Well that night 
the boys all made fires and celebrated by 
firing star shells which are used for eig- 
Dais and to make light for observation at 
night 
H was some eight to see so many 
eamp fires and different colored JightB,

Dear Mother and all: 


Your letter and cards 
I received the 12th and I am expecting 
the box any day. 
Thanks for the good

the surge of work that goes on from re 
vielle to taps. 
There lurks the voices of 
home like the retrain of a remembered 
tune. 
We aro not prone to talk of this 
in the army but as the old saying goes 
conversion is good for the soul, 
do." 
Ila! Ha! You would be surprised to know 
how many fellcws cling to photos of their 
sweethearts and their home folks, like a 
big kid, yes even the Oflicers are found 
talkmg about their mothers, wives and 
home» 
Often I wonder what you are do 
ing and wonder when wo shall return, 
I 
am sure if you could see just one fellows 
fuco who has been dieappointed in not re 
ceiving a letter, you would b« sure oi 
writing often enough to keep mo inlet-' 
ters, 
I am not kicking as 1 am getting 
my share. 


J was to the ruined city of Veidun on 
the i:^th, it proved to be a very interest- 
ing trip, some sight, I went in on a t 
ck 
for medical supplies, as our division nas 
its supply base in Glorienx, a town just 
out side of Verdun, so 1 walked to Ver 
dun and then back to Thiorville, a shi;rt 
walk, where 1 looked for eats and a place 
to sleep as I could not get a truck back 
to where we are camped until 7 the next 
a. m. 
I found a place in a large building 
tliat before the war was a French soldiers 
traming school but now the division is 
using it for a casual eating and slt^eping 
place, those coming back from tbe hos- 
pital and also which are butiked and fed 
there until they can be conveyed to their 
regiment and company. 
Well 1 found a 
place to stay here on the top floor. The 
roof over the room next to me was at one 
time hit by a shell and blown off^ so 
there was plenty of fresh air and there 


were no doors to close between the rooms^ 
In the morning I went down to breakfast 
and who did I see but Quay Deatrick. 
Geel I was glad to see him or some one 
from home. 
We talked about the last 


drive and I asked about all the New Ox*

lord boys, as I had not heard or seen any 
of them for a long time. 
He came down 
for clothing supplies, with his Captain, 
After breakfast I had to go to the truck 
base and find a 314th Infantry truck, so 
I left Quay there, and started for our 
place up in the hills 
I haven't seen 
Chester Bower or Elton Ruth bince the 
time back in the training area before 
coming to the front. 


We 
have a few fellows from Camp 
Greenleaf who replaced some of our men 
that were wounded 
In fact the Sergeant 
and two other men and I are the only 
Camp Meade men left in our battalion. I 
must close and say good-night, and much 
love to all.

Report of Specialist of Tennessee 
U 
Received by United States Depart- 
ment of Aoricuiture—Plan of 
Organization. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Aericulture.) 


Thousands of city people 
In 
tbo 
southern states responded this year to 
the campaign for more home gardens, 
and it was largely with the products 
produced in these city gardens that 
the South was able to feed itself. 


An example of the success of the 
garden work in the South is given in 
the report of C. J. Miles, city garden 
specialist. of Tennessee, recently re- 
ceived by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 
Through the ef- 
forts of Mr, Miles, co-operating with 
all interested agencies, 24 cities and 
towns in Tennessee were systematical- 
ly organized in garden work. In these 
24 cities there were 598,550 gardens, 
covering a total of 4,192 acres. 
In 
the city of Memphis alone there were 
29,912 gardens, covering an area of 
1.028 acres. According to the report, 
Knoxville had 10.000 gardens. Nash- 
ville 8.000, and Chattanooga 5,000. 


"It was the purpose of this work," 
says Mr. Miles in his report on the 
methods of organization and conduct- 
ing the work, "to encourage the utili- 
zation of back yards and vacant lots 
for growing garden vegetables and to 
confine operations to cities and towns 
of the state over 2,500 population. 


Plan Described. 


"Our first effort was to effect an or- 
ganization in as many of the towns 
and cities of the state as possible. The 
general plan of organization follows: 
A mass meeting was called, to which 
existing organizations, such as parent 
icachers, council of defense, and busi- 
ness men's organizations, were espe- 
cially invited. At this meeting a cen- 
tral chairman was named to have gen- 
eral supervision of the work of the 
town or city. 
Associated with this 
chairman is a committee composed of 
one or more persons from each ward, 
school district, or natural division of 
the town. 


"The immediate work of this com- 
mittee was to take a garden census, 
listing 
the 
back yards and vacant 
lots suitable for gardening, the per- 
sons who contemplated gardening, and 
particularly those who desired ^nore 
space than they had at their command. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


The educational value of a co-opera- 
tive bull association doubtless exceeds 
the direct net cash returns. The isola- 
tion from neighbors is at once changed 
to a contact that informs and enlight- 
ens. and, as a rule, all members of tlie 
association become greatly Interested 
in the improvement of their herds. 
They study live stock pedigrees, indi- 
vidual conformation, and production j 
records. They hold meetings at which 
dairy problems of all kinds are dis- 
cussed. 
The members come to under- 
stand the value oi! organization, petty 
jealousies give way to a broader pro-

These latter at once were put in touch 
with owners of vacant lots, and in 
most cases were permitted to garden 
these vacant spaces free of rent. 


some instances, notably in Mem- 
phis and Chattanooga, this committee 
listed the plowmen, and were able to 
reduce the rate of plowing from $5 an 
houl to $1.50 or $2 per hour. Grow- 
ers of plants were also listed 
and 
plants procured in 
large 
quantities 
were i!urnlshed at a reasonable rate. 


Problems Solved. 


"Twenty-four cities and towns were 
organized in this manner this year. It 
has been my purpose to visit each of 
these of,ganlzatlons once a month and 
fopend a day and a night or more with 
them. 
At night the committees, to- 
gether vyith any 
otiiers 
interested, 
were called together for a conference. 
At this conference garden problems 
and plans for the month wero dis- 
cussed am) plans for the month were 
discussed. On the day following prac- 
tical demonstrations were conducted 
In the gardens. 
In addition to my 
monthly 
visits, 
newspaper 
articles 
treating garden problems have been 
supplied tho city and town press, and 
much use has been made of the United 
States department of agriculture and 
division of extension bulletins on gar- 
deiilng."

BUREAUS AVERT FIRE LOSSES 


At Least Half Million Dollars' Worth 
of Foodstuffs Saved to Farm- 
ers in California. 


(Prepared by tho United States Depart- 
ment or Agriculture.) 


Fire damage In California this year 
is only 40 per cent of that of previous 
years, fire underwriters state, due to 
the work of fire companies Initiated I 
by the farm bureaus. 
To avert a ' 
threatened loss of foodstuffs through ^ 
fire, the bureaus organized local rural : 
fire 
companies in 366 farm-bureau , 
centers of the state. 
Of these, 257 : 
companies purchased automobile trail- 
ers, containing lire-fighting equipment 
for grain and grass fires, and 0,391 
farmers enlisted In rural fire com-, 
panics which covered a territory of ' 
15,012 square mUes, The loss in Cali- 
fornia from grain and' grass fires was 
$750,000 a year before sabotage and 
pro-Germanism increased the fire risks, 
and it is probable that at least half a 
million dollars' worth of foodstuffs has 
been saved by these rural fire com- , 
panics.

While New Oxford and vicinity was 
visited by an 
electrical

storm of unusual severity on Sunday 
afternoon between 3 and 4 o'clock» 
which did some damage in the way 
of leveling fonces, blowing down fruit 
trees and tearing branches from others 
while the upper part of the county suf- 
fered more severe damage in placos. 
A storm of almost cyclonic propor- 
tions 
accompanicd 
by 
a 
miniature 
cloudburst swept over the district be- 
tween Biglerville and Arendtsville on 
Sunday night and did 
considerable 
damngc to properties belonging to J. 
C. Walter and Oscar Rice. 
A hog pon 
of 10x12 feet dimensions belonging to 
Oscar Rice was blown off its founda- 
tion and carried a distance of fifty 
feet while about one-half dozen trees 
on the same farm were torn from 
their roots. 
The storm then circled 
to the farm of John C. Walter and 
proceeded to tear up over fifty apple 
trees.

The tremendous amount of rainfall 
raised streams in that section of the 
county far beyond their normal size. 


The Conewago overflowed its banks 
and completely covered the cornfields 
of R. B. Myers, while Possum Creek 
at Aspers swelled to such an extent 
that it delayed trafllc on main roads 
for some time, and destroyed twelve 
acres of grain for Charles Pensyl.

In the vicialty of Irishtown 
the 
wind did much damage to outbuildings. 
On the farm of W. H. Kohler, tenant- 
ed by Isaac Lohr, at the site of the 
Johns mill, part of 'the barn roof was 
torn off, as was also the roof of the 
summer housp. 
Parts of the roofs on 
the house of Guy G. Smith, and Wil- 
liam Hertz, in the same vicinity, were 
torn off, and much damage done. Near 
Mt. Rock, the barn of George Klunk 
was partly unroofed, and on the farm 
of Annie Caster, tenanted by Albert 
J. Noel, the barn was twisted from the 
foundation. 
Other buildings in that 
section were damaged. 
Many heavy 
trees were uprooted and at places fell 
across the highways and impeded tra- 
flic. Part of the roof was torn from 
'the large barn of Andrew Rudisill. 
tenanted by Fred Lohr, near town. 


At McSherrystown, house of Frank 
Burkee was hit by lightning but only 
slightly damaged. 
The gardens and 
corn fields at the upper end of Mc- 
Slierrystown were riddled to shreds 
by the heavy fall of hail, and a num- 
ber of chimneys were blown from res- 
idences. 
At Hanover and in that vi- 
cinity hail , some of which measured 
over an inch in diameter, cnmpletelv 
covered the earth and damage was 
done corn fields and fruit trees. 
The 
wind also did damage in that section. 
Owing to telephone connections cut 
off we are unable 'to get particulars 
of the full extent of the storm. 


On the farm of Win. H. Stock, near 
Brush Run sclioolhouse, a large locust 
tree was blown across the summer 
house doing much damage, while oth- 
er large trees in the vicinity were 
uprooted. 
On the former John Gul-

Then choose a 
reliable nurseryman and take bis ad- 
vice on varieties and location. 
Ask 
your college or the horticultural de- 
partment, 
A man who doesn't know 
what varieties to buy and says so, will 
get the benelU of the experience of 
thoso who know. Whereas, a man who 
doesn't know and will not admit, Is 
oot likely to bo satlsiled with his piant- 
hig, and Jf l»o has planted In the chick- 
en yard will iind the chickens handy 
HH a scapegoat. 


Chickens are a by-product on most 
farms. 
For that reason, Jt Js some- 
times best to have colony Jiouses al- 
together for summer use, and move 
tho chickens wliere they can pick up 
tho most food. A permanent poultry 
house requires yard room of SO feet.

Evidently something much more impor-

Inexplicably. 
Whence ? 
Why ? 
Later 
come the Danes, 
The history of Eng- 
land has the effect of something going 
on upon a doormat in a passage out- 
side a room full of events, with several 
other doors. The door opens, the Nor- 
man kings rush out of the room, con- 
quer the country hastily, say some- 
thing about some novelty of which we 
have learned nothing hitherto, the Cru- 
sades, and exit to room again. 


From which presently King Richard 
returns dejected. 
He has been fight- 
ing the Saracens. 
Who are the Sara- 
cens? 
We 
never 
learn. 
What 
be- 
comes of them? 
We are never told. 
So it goes on. The broad back of his- 
tory is turned to England throughout 
Its face and hands are hidden, and we 
make what we can of the wriggling of 
its heels. 


The American story is still more in- 
comprehensible. An innocent continent 
is suddenly inundated by Spanish, Por- 
tuguese, French, Dutch and British, 
who proceed at once to pick up tho 
thread of various conflicts—initiated 
elsewhere. Someone called the pope is 
seen to be dividing the new continent 
among the European powers. 
Colonies 
are .formed. 
What 
are 
colonies? 
These colonies, in what Is apparently a 
strenuous attempt to simplify history, 
break off from their unknown coun- 
tries of origin. A stream of immigra- 
tion begins from west and east 
The 
American mind establishes a sort of in- 
tellectual Monroe doctrine and declares 
that America has no past, only a fu- 
ture, From which sublime dream it Is 
presently roused to find something of 
unknown origin called European impe- 
rialism wrecking the world.

Approval of the two autoniobllo rep:- i 
ulating bills was announced from IhP I 
governor's ofRce. Quo is a code gov- 
erning the licencing of all motor ve-, 
hides* and the other rep:ulates the ' 
sale and transfer of second-hand cars. 
Roth are effective at once. 
The code , 
allows a speed of thirty miles 
an 
hour on open roads and fifteen miles 
in built up communities. 
Use of cut- 
outs is forbidden. 
The regist ration 
fees are to be forty cents per horse- 
power with a minimum of $10 for au- 
tomobiles. 
Motor trucks are licensed 
according to weicrht from $20 to $150. 
the latter being for 10,000 pound chas- 
ses. 
Truck 
lengtiis ar^ limited 
to 
twenty-eight feet, width to ninety in- 
ches and 
weight to 2S.000 pounds. 
Trucks are also limited to speed by j • 
classes, ranging from 10 miles per 
hour for heavy grades to 20 miles for 
lighter grades. Sworn statements that 
applicants for license are physically 
able to operate cars are 
required. 
The "second-hand car" bill requires 
complete 
description 
with 
bills 
of 
sale, statements as to ownership and 
changes made in the car, all to be 
sworn. 


Another feature is that all dealers 
in used cars must take out a state 
license at an annual fee of $100 and 
he must be vouched for by two per- 
sons.

Since I am director of the National institute for Disabbid Soldiers 


at Paris and since 1 have been called the grandfather of the movement 


for the rehabilitation of disabled soldiers, let me speak to you as I should 


speak to my children and give you a few words of advice before I leave 


/6ur powerful and wonderful country. 
I have just been visiting the first 


institutions which the American people have organized for giving you 


assistance in the reconstruction of your lives. 


If you have lost an arm or a leg, or even both, or are otherwise per- 


manently disabled; you can still become a skillful workman in a trade 


which will be carefully chosen for you. 
Or. if you prefer, you can com- 


/ lete your general instruction, and after education in certain subjects find 


¿pl^ndid positions in commercial, industrial or scientific 
firms. 
I firmly 


believe that, just as our French soldiers have done, you will understand 


that it is your duty both to America and to yourselves to put into the 


reconstruction of your lives the same ardor and courage which you gave 


evidence of when you came to the aid of France. 


Many of our French soldiers believed that inasmuch as they had been 


wounded in serving the nation tlie nation ought to support them for the 


rest of their lives. 
France no more than Americja thinks of tjuibbling 


over the right of her wounded soldiers to generous compensation for their 


•disabilities, but she is convinced tiiat she should give a further proof of 


her appreciation of the valiant defendj,n's bv placing them in a position 


to serve their country again through their work.
